SOME CONSTRUCTIONAL

Continuing his instructions. on air raid 
shelters, Captain J. J. Blake, in a radio 
address from the Dublin Station, detailed the 
various types which had been approved by 
the Department of Defence. These include 
shelters which are completely underground, 
partly overground and wholly overground. 
The first class are of reinforced concrete of 
various thicknesses, and of a size to accom- 
modate a stipulated number of persons; the 
second class mainly consists of curved sheets 
of corrugated iron supported on angle iron 
frames. These depend entirely for their pro- 
tection on the earth covering, which should 
be of a minimum of lit. 9ins. on top and 2ft. 
6ins. on all sides. The overground shelters 
are all of concrete or brick, with massive 
walls and roof, which in themselves are 
splinter and. blast proof, and do not require 
any covering of earth. 

Careful study of the effects of recent air 
raids, Captain Blake said, discloses that one 
of the most important features of a shelter is 
that the entrance doorway must be effectively 
screened. Where there is an existing strongly- 
built wall this may serve the purpose, and 
the entrance should be built facing this wall. 
Whers there is no existing wall a rew one 
must be constructed, and it is important to 
note that to prevent the entrance of splinters 
or machine-gun bullets this screen wall must 
ovélap the opening on all sides for a distance 
at least as great as lis distance from the open- 
ing. For example, if the wall is 2 feet írcm 
the doorway it must be 2 feet wider than the 
opening on each side and also 2 feet higher. 

In the case of the corrugated iron on steel 
frame type of shelter, it 1s not sufficient to 
screen the door opening, but the whole end 
must be protected, as the end only consists 
of thin sheets of corrugated iron, which offer 
a very small obstacle to the penetration of 
splinters. 

In all types of domestic: shelter a small 
emergency exit is provided as far away as 
possible from the entrance, and this exit is 
closed with concrete blocks, or an easily 
removable metal sheet. Care should be taken 
to see that this end of the sheiter is also 
protected by a substantial bank of earth.
